Cosgriff was shot once in the 
neck, the bullet entering the spinal 
column. He is in St. John’s Hos- 
pita!, paralyzed, and physicians 
hold little hope for his recovery. 

Smythe is in De Paul Hos 
pital He has a scalp wound, the 
bullet having glanced off and 
penetr: ed his right _ghoulder and a 


flesh wound on the left side, that 
bullet having glanced from a rib 
and lodged in the léft thigh. 

The robber boarded the _ east- 
bound University car at Skinker 
boulevard a few minutes before 
midnight. He occupied the second 
seat from the rear on the left side 
and at Laurel street, the second 
stop east of Skinker, sounded the 
buzzer for the motorman to stop. 

Seizes Money .Changer.

Cosgriff resisted and aft- 
er a brief struggle, the robber fired 
one shot into the floor, apparently 
as intimidation. 

Cosgriff, who had already opened 
the car door, called to the motor- 
man for help, the robber fired 
again and as Cosgriff collapsed 
with a bullet in the neck, jumped

Smythe who had run 
to board the car, revolver in hand. 

Smythe’s revolver went spinning 
into the darkness as he fell. He 
grabbed, caught the robber’s shirt 
nan attempt to bring him down 
and disarm him. The robber fired 
point-blank at him, but Smythe 
held on. 

Then the robber jerked sudden- 
ly erect and broke the policeman’s 
hold. He fired two more 
shots, and, still holding the money 
changer, darted south a few yards 
then raced east down the adjoin- 


ing right-of-way of the Rock Island 
Railroad. 


Smythe Chases Robber.

A public construction pro- 
gram tentatively fixed at §$3,- 
300,000,000 was proposed at a 
White House conference. 

After talking for more than 
two hours with members of 
his Cabinet and congressional 
and industrial leaders, Mr. 
Roosevelt named Senator Wag- 
ner (Dem.), New York, Assist- 
ant Secretary Dickinson of the 
Commerce Department; ' Hugh 
Johnston of New York and 
Donald Richberg, spokesman of 
labor, to formulate the several 
industrial contro] proposals into 
the public works bill. 

Representative Byrns (Dem.), 
Tennessee, House floor leader 
said after the meeting the leg- 
islation would be acted on at 
this session. 

Later Secretary Perkins and 
Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, were added to the 
group which will confer on 
framing the measure. 


RUBBER GETS $200 
IN CAFETERIA HOLDUP 


Threatens Woman Cashier 
With Pistol in Maryland Hotel

The Maryland Cafeteria, in the

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 10.— 
The Supreme Court today declared 
unconstitutional the sales-tax law, 
under which retail merchants in 
| Tilinois have charged an extra 3 
per cent on their sales since April 1. 
In a sweeping opinion, in which 
the-seven Justices were unanimous, 


the Court upheld an injunction 
which blocks the Horner adminis- 
tration from using a sales tax to 
raise money for unemployment re- 
lief. 

The result is that Gov. Horner 
must find other means of raising 
emergency funds for caring for the 
destitute and jobless. By the sales 
tax he had hoped to collect $60,- 
000,000 a year. 

The major points of law on which 
the sales tax was rejected were: 

That it appropriated funds for 
more than one purpose, unemploy- 
ment relief and replacement of 
property taxes for school uses. The 
State Constitution requires that an 
appropriation be made for a spe- 
cific purpose. 

Acting with almost unprecedent- 
ed speed, the Court settled the con- 
troversial issue before the State 
had planned to make its first rev- 
enue collection on May 15. 

All Judges Concur. 

It was a per curiam opinion, 
written by the entire court, rather 
than by any single Justice. 

Justices Warren W. Duncan and 
Norman L. Jones, however, were 
listed as especially concurring in 
the opinion, which was more than 
20 pages long. 

Among other reasons, the Court 
held that the sales tax law was 
class legislation and lacked uni- 
formity in its application. 

Both Federal and State constitu- 
tions were violated, the court uled, 
because the Legislature designated 
only one class of persons, retail 
sellers, upon whom the tax was to 
be imposed. Exclusion of farmers 
selling their own produce from the 
tax was held an improper classifi- 
cation and was not sustained. The 
court further held that the law was 
unconstitutional in its exemption 
of motor fuel. 

Held Not Confiscatory. 
The court held that the sales tax

In its technical discussion of 
points of law, the opinion said the 
law was not confiscatory in that a 
retailer is not compelled to engage 
in business at a loss and his prop- 
erty therefore is not confiscated by 
the imposition of the tax. 

The Court’s major objection to 
the sales tax was that it appropri- 
ated funds for more than one pur- 
pose, unemployment relief and re- 
placement of property taxes for 
school uses. Because of this, the 
appropriations were held void. 

History of Case. 

Late in March, court action to 
test the constitutionality of the tax 
was started and Judge Brown 
issued an injunction at Edwards- 
ville to restrain officials from col- 
lecting the 3 per cent levy. 

The injunction was sought by 
protesting merchants from border 
counties who feared that their cus- 
tomers would make purchases 
across State Hnes. | 

The Edwardsville injunction was 
brought in the name of Robert 
Irving Winter, an Alton merchant, 
whose legal counsel included two 
State Representatives, LeRoy M. 
Green, Rockford Republican, and 
I. H. Streeper, Alton Republican, 
who had denounced the bill in the 
House as unfair to border mer- 
chants.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The 
contention that the Administra- 
tion’s railroad measure would put 
thousands of railroad employes out 
of work and retard economic re- 
covery, was laid before the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee 
today by Donald R. Richberg, gen- 
eral counsel for the Railway Labor 


Executives Association. 

Richberg said the measure would 
deprive between 50,000 and 300,000 
employes of jobs, and would pro- 
mote policies that would work 
harm to the public interest: 

“The bill enthrones only an infant 
czar under the regency of railroad 
managers,” he said. 

“The railway labor organizations 
during the period of the develop- 
ment of this legislation protested 
in vain against the theories which 
seem to underlie it.” 

“Time for a Choice.” 

Richberg said the time had come 
when “a choice should be made 
between continuing the operation 
of the railroads as privately-owned 
competitive systems and acceptinz 
the necessity for complete direct 
Federal control. 

“If, even as an emergency mea- 
sure,” he said, “it is necessary for 
the Federal Government to assume 
any such authority and responsi- 
bility as is proposed in the present 
act, we submit that the Federal 
Government can only effectively 
exercise such control and meet its 
responsibility by assuming com- 
plete Federal control.” 

Suggests Changes in Bill. 

Richberg, who said he spoke for 
1,800,000 railroad workers, 300,000 
of whom were unemployed, suggest- 
ed several changes in the bill, in- 
cluding labor representation in the 
new set-up for transportation econ- 
omy and provision for “substitute 
employment or other means of self- 
support, or a pension or dismissal 
dis- 
placed from service.” He said: 

“In the proposed bill the Congress 
is considering an effort to accom- 
plish the impossible: To bring 
about a consolidation of railroad 
operations whereby less transporta- 
tion service will be furnished, but 
more money will be made; to bring 
about greater concentration of pri- 
vate control, fostering monopoly, 
while at the same time attempting 
to increase public control; to de- 
flate capital and labor drastically 
in a great essential industry, while 
at the same time promoting a pro- 
gram of inflation and economic re- 
covery. We do not believe that 
such an effort can succeed.” 

Elaborating on the unemploy- 
ment angle, Richberg said: “The 
Government of the United Sattes 
can not at the present time assume 
the responsbility for depriving 
workers of the employment without 
assuming at the same time the re- 
sponsibility for their future  sup- 
port. 

“Several hundred thousand rail- 
way employes have been working 
only part time for a long period. 
The number of their dependents has 
increased; their savings have been 
exhausted. If they lose the employ- 
ment which they now have, they 
will become public charges It 
would be far better for the wWov- 
ernment to subsidize their contin- 
ued employment.” 

Among Proposed Amendments. 

Richberg suggested further 
amendments, including: 

Extension of the authority of 
the Federal co-ordinator over 
motor, water, air and other 
transportation services. 

Provisions to improve labor re- 
lations and to stabilize employ- 
ment so that railroads and other 
transportation services may be 
operated not merely to produce 
returns to investors and serve 
the. public, but also to. provide a 
secure livelihood for a substan-

WEALTHY MAN, 88, AND 
SECRETARY MURDERED 


Bodies Found in Real Estate 
Office in New York— 
Shot and Beaten.

NEW YORK, May 10.—Edward 
A. Ridley,-88 years old, of Fanwood, 
N. J., reputedly owner of the first 
department store in New York 
City, and his secretary, Lee Wein- 
stein, 45, of Brooklyn, were found 
dead today in Ridley’s real estate 
office in the sub-cellar of a garage 
building at 63 Allen street. Both 
had been shot and their heads 
beaten in. 

A man employed as a secretary 
by Ridley was slain in the same 
office about two years ago. Al- 
though it was assumed at the time 
that robbery was the motive for 
the killing, the case never was 
solved. 

Ridley,’ who had extensive real 
estate holdings on the lower East 
Side, was reputed in the district to 
be a millionaire. 

Ridley’s body was found outside 
the door leading to his office, and 
that of his secretary was inside.

The directors also recommended 
to members of the institute that 
productive machinery in cotton 
mills be operated not more than 
two 40-hour shifts a week. The cot- 
ton textile industry is at present the 
largest manufacturing industry in 
the United States considering num- 
ber of persons employed. 


“When the recommendation re- 


ceives the support of two-thirds of 
the industry,” Sloan said, “Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will be informed 
with a view to determining what 
further steps may be necessary to 
insure the adoption of adherence to 
this program by every cotton mill 
in the United States.”

Suggestions made in a note from 
the United States Government were 
minor, but were accepted immedi- 
ately by the British and submitted 
s* once to six other governments, 


whose answers are expected today 
or early tomorrow. 

The text of the proposal, as now 
arranged, provides not only for the 
acceptance of an immediate tariff 
armistice by the eight principal 
nations but includes also @ recom- 
mendation to other nations of the 
world to join in. 

Davis, who first presented the 
truce idea more than a week ago, 
lunched today with Walter Runci- 
man, president of the British Board 
of Trade, and talked over the mat- 
ter. This afternoon the American 
Envoy conferred with foreign of- 
fice officials, 

The organizing committee was 
called to meet tomorrow to give 
formal assent to the tariff truce 
and to pass it on with its recom- 
mendation to other nations. 

Some amusement was expressed 
in American circles at semi-official 
British announcements which said 
Washington had accepted the “Brit- 
ish formyla” and led London after- 
neon newspapers to present the 
truce as a triumph of British di- 
Pleomacy. “No mention was made of 
suggestions from Washington which 
were said in American quarters to 
have strengthened the truce proj- 
ect considerably. 

The eight Powers, represented in 
the organizing committee of the 
economic eonference, are the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Italy, Japan, Belgium 
and Norway, 

The plan is for all nations to re- 
frain from raising new barriers to 
trade before the end of the World 
Economic Conference, probably late 
this summer or in the fall. The 
hope is that old and new barriers 
will be done away with at the con- 
ference. 

It was generally believed Great 
Britain reserves the right to con- 
clude trade agreements already be- 
ing negotiated. New agreements 
with Sweden and Norway probably 
will be signed next Monday. They 
are similar to those recently con- 
cluded with Argentina, Germany 
and Denmark. 

Prime Minister MaeDonald told 
a questioner in the House of Com- 
mons today that the Government 
would endeavor to obtain at the 
world economic conference a gen- 
eral reduction in tariffs.

EX PUBILIST GET 
[2 YEAR TERM FOR 
KILLING BROTHER 


Jury Finds George Biehl 
Guilty of Second Degree 
Murder and Fixes His 
Punishment. 


* 


George Biehl, chauffeur and for- 
mer pugilist, was found guilty of 
second degree murder last night by 
a jury which fixed his punishment 
at 12 years in the penitentiary. 

He shot and killed his older 
brother, William, last Feb. 14 as 
William and other members of the 
family were gathered about the 
dinner table in their home at 4208 


Clayton avenue. 

Biehl pleaded self-defense, testi- 
fying that for three weeks before 
the shooting he had remained 
away from home because his wife, 
Eleanor, was living with William, 
and that when he did go home Wil- 
liam rushed at him with a butcher 
knife. 

The jury deliberated three hours 
before reporting to Judge Hoff- 
meister at 10:35 o'clock that it 
had reached a verdict. Biehl evi- 
denced no emotion as the verdict 
was read. His attorney said a new 
trial would be sought. 

Eight Ballots Taken. 

J. D. Cox, 5548 Palm street, fore- 
man of the jury, said eight ballots 
were taken. On thé first ballot, 
he said, all were agreed not to con- 
vict for first degree murder. On 
the second the jury stood eight to 
four for conviction for second de- 
gree murder with sentences vary- 
ing from 10 to 50 years. The four 
who had voted for acquittal were 
won over on the subsequent bel- 
lots. 

The testimony of the defendant 
and of his mother, Mrs. Mamie 
Cody, was at variance with that 
offered at the Coroner’s inquest 
and before the grand jury. Mrs. 
Cody’s third son, William Cody Jr., 
17 years old, testified Monday in 
support of the new version of the 
killing, but returned yesterday to 
the original story after being 
granted time to: consider the pen- 
alties for perjury. 

Story of Shooting. 

The account on which all wit- 
nesses agreed at the inquest, and 
to which William Cody returned 
yesterday, was that William Biehl 
was seated at the table when 
George entered, and George, say- 
ing not a word, fired five shots 
at him, all of which struck him. 
) ,then hit his wife. 
times and left the house.” 

Mrs. Cody’s testimeny corrobo- 
rated that of George. She told of 
going to see William at the hos- 
pital after he had been shot and 
said he told her: “Don't let any- 
thing happen to George, Ma. It 
wasn’t his fault. We both loved 
Bleanor and the world just wasn't 
big enough for both of us.” 


Eleanor had filed suit to divorce 


George and intended to marry Wil- 
liam. Willian’ was 31 years old 
and George is 27.

St. Charles Delegation Want 
Present Roadway of No. 40 
Improved and Widened.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 10.—A 
protest by a group of citizens of 
St. Charles against plans of the 
Missouri State Highway Commis- 
sion to build the proposed St. Louis 
County super-highway, as a traffic 
relief route for United States high- 
ways Nos. 40 and 61, was taken 
under advisement yesterday by the 
Commission, after a brief hearing. 

Opponents of the super-highway 
urged improvement and widening 
of the present roadway of Highway 
No. 40, which passes through St. 
Charlies, instead of building the 
super-highway from a point near 
St. Louis to the junction of high- 
ways Nos. 40 and 61 at Wentzville, 
missing St. Charles. 

Dr. B. J. Neubeiser, a physician; 
J. E. Travis, an automobile dealer, 
and C. J. Harris, owner of a lum- 
ber yard, gasoline filling station 
and restaurant, all of St. Charlies, 
appeared as representatives of the 
St. Charles Citizens’ Committee, in 
opposition to the super-highway.

Arguments 

Dr. Neubeiser declared the pres- 
ent route of No. 40, through St. 
Charies, if improved, would be ade- 
quate to meet traffic requirements 
for many years; that investments 
made along the present highway 
would depreciate if the super-high-. 
way were built, that the present 
route of No. 40 was the fastest 
east and west route and the most 
logical one, and that there was 
little congestion on the present 
highway, except at certain hours 
on holidays. 

He declared construction of the 
relief traffic route, at an estimated 
initial cost of about $3,000,000, in- 
cluding a bridge across the Mis- 
souri River near Weldon Springs, 
would save only about a mile in 
distance traveled. 

Proponents Also Heard. 

A delegation of about 30 persons 
from St. Charles County, Lincoln 
County, Wentzville and Hannibal 
appeared in support of the super- 
highway and urged the Commission 
to carry out its plan. 

F. T. Russell, representing the 
Hannibal Chamber of Commerce; 
R. A. Langenbacher of St. Charlies, 
farm extension agent for St. 
Charles County, and C. W. Meyer 
of Moscow, former County Judge 
of Lincoln County, were spokesmen 
for this delegation before the com- 
mission. They said the proposed 
super-highway was necessary to 
relieve traffic congestion, and to 
eliminate a “bottleneck” on No. 40 
and No. 61 at the St. Charles Bridge 
over the Missouri River. They de- 
clared it would eliminate some of 
the traffic hazards due to heavy 
travel on No. 40 between Wentz- 
ville and St. Charles, and would 
shorten the time required for travel 
between Wentzville and St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, May 10—A re 
minder of the notorious Fall-Do- 
heny oil scandals of~the Harding- 
Coolidge administrations has been 
brought to light by the forced res- 
ignation this week of Charlies C. 
Moore, former Governor of Idaho, 
as Commissioner of the General 


Land Office of the Interior Depart- 
ment. 

Ten days before the Democratic 
adroinistration too koffice, Commis- 
sioner Moore, on Feb. 23, reversed 
the findings of his expert and legal 
staff. and held that Section 36 of 
a California township in the famous 
Elk Hills oi® field in which naval 
petroleum reserve No. 1 is situated, 
was not known to contain minerals, 
particularly oil, when the Federal 
Government surveyed the land in 

. January, 1903. 

Unless this decision is reversed, 
the Standard Oil Co. of California, 
Edward L. Doheny, the Pan-Ameri- 
can Petroleum Co., ‘the Associated 

1 Co. and other eil concerns will 
remain in possession of a part of 
one of the richest oil fields in Cali- 
fornia. 

Subordinates’ Lissent Ignored. 

In making known his decision, 
Moore neglected to include in the 
record of the case & 76-page prelim- 
inary report prepared by his sub- 
ordinates in the mineral and law 
divisions, who also heard the evi- 
dence. 

Since this failure, the new Secre- 
tary of the Interior, Harold L. 
Ickes, has issued an executive or- 
der declaring that wherever there 
is a difference of Opinion as to the 
correctness of any statement or 
conclusion in a report or decision, 
“the existence of such dissenting 
opinion or views should be special- 
y noted, and, where necessary, 
properly presented in writing at- 
tached to the case, and special at- 
tention called thereto.” 

Secretary Ickes refused to dis- 
cuss Moore’s resignation or any- 
thing pertaining to the Elk Hilis 
case.

Moore in ‘his decision said: “Sur- 
yeyors are not ordinarily 

of scientific qualifications which 
would enable them accurately to 
determine geologic or mineralogic 
questions, and the evidence indi- 
cates that this particular surveyor 
did not possess such qualifications.” 

When the Post-Dispatch asked 
Moore to amplify this statement 
about the original surveyor, he 
said: “This land has been a foot- 
ball since 1900, until the time oil 
was d vered. First it was mark- 
ed mineral, then nonminerat, then 
back to mineral and so on. I 
studied the record in the case for 
13 days and I decided that it was 
not known to be mineral at the 
time the survey was made in Janu- 
ary, 3903. I did my duty as I saw 
it, and I was not bound by the 
report of my subordinates nor was 
there any regulations requiring me 
to include their report with my 
findjngs.” 

The General Land Office in 1914 
charged that the land in question 
was mineral, but the charge was 
not served on the claimants of the 
land. A similar charge was made 
in March, 1921, and the oi] compa- 
ries appeared before Secretary of 
the Interior Fall, asking that the 
charge be dismissed on the ground 
that the land office had classified 
the land as nonmineral in 1905. Sec- 
retary Fall dismissed the charge 
and the oil companies remained in 
possession. 

Further History of Casé. 

When the late Senator Walsh of 
Montana was directing the oil in- 
vestigation, he secured the passage 
by Congress of an act directing the 
then Secretary of the Interior, Hu 
bert Work, to “assert and establish 
title to” this section 35. 

Secretary of the Interior Work, 
in May, 1925, reversed Fall's dis- 
missal of the charge and ordered 
that hearings be held. The Califor- 
nia Standard Oil Co. contested 
Work’s order, but the United States 
Supreme Court in January, 1929, 
sustained the Walsh act, holding 
that Fall had not made a specific 
finding. 

With special funds appropriated 
by Congress, hearings were started 
in Sacramento. The Government 
was represented by special counsel. 
| In February last year, a land of- 
fice register brought from Colorado 
to preside at the Sacramento hear- 
ings, held that the evidence did not 
show that section 36 was known to 
be mineral on the date of the pub- 
lic survey and that title to the 
land passed to the State of Califor- 
nia at that time. 
| The Government appealed this 
finding and hearings were 
in the General Land Com ion- 
er’s office in November.

A report, in reality an opinion 
for the Commissioner, was made by 
these subordinates. It was approved

A similar case was recently de- 
cided by the Supreme Court in- 
volving similar lands in Califor- 
nia held by the Southern Pacific 
Railway Co. In that case, the 
Court held that several sections of 
land in the Elk Hills, claimed by 
the railway company, were known 
to be mineral on Sept. 6, 1904, a 
little more.than a year and a half 
after the date in question in this 
case. 

Commissioner Moore admitted in 
his opinion that oil wells were pro- 
ducing a few miles north and a few 
miles south of Section 36,:and Gov- 
ernment counsel, in the brief sub- 
mitted to Secretary Ickes, have 
contended that this fact makes the 
present case comparable to the 
Southern Pacific case. 

Moore was appointed Commis- 
sioner of General Land Office in 
May, 1929, by President Hoover. He 
was born in Holt County, Missouri, 
and went to the Mound City High 
School and the Warrensburg Nor- 
mal School. He was Lieutenant- 
Governor of Idaho in 1919-20, and 
served two terms as Governor from 
1923 to 1926.

Black will- have one of the most 
important posts of the administra- 
tion, for the reserve system is to 
administer-currency and _ credit 
expansion provisions of the new 
inflation bill. : 

Black was born in Atlanta in 
1874 and graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Georgia 20 years later. 
For years he specialized in corpo- 
ration law. In 1923 he was made 
President of the Atlanta Trust Co. 
and five years later became Gover- 
nor of the Atlanta Reserve Bank. 

His wife is the former Gussie 
Grady, daughter of Henry W. 
Grady, noted Southern journalist. 

It is expected the administration 
will put into operation at once the 
provisions of the inflation bill per- 
mitting the purchase by the Gov- 
ernment through the Federal sys- 
tem of outstanding Gevernment 
bonds.

Justices Holmes and* Brandeis, however, registered 
their steady dissent from a principle of valuation 
which, because of the changing price levels from year 
to year, is necessarily unstable. They favored a sys- 
tem of valuation based on prudent investment. The 
Interstate Commerce Gommission, which, since 1914, 
had addressed itself to the gigantic problem of yalu- 
ing the railroads, evolved a valuation formula sim- 
ilar to that adopted by Holmes and Brandeis. In the 
case of the St. Louis & O’Fallon Railroad, whose val- 
uation was set by the commission, the majority of the 
court upset the commission’s ‘formula and adhered 
to its previous decisions. 

Some of the longer-headed public utility officials 
realized the danger of the reproduction cost new fac- 
tor, and they were borne out by the depression. For 
four years the prices of commodities and wages have 
been taking a steady nosedive. This means that if all 
utilities were revalued today, literally billions of. dol- 
lars would. be removed from their valuations, and 
the public would enjoy far lower rates than at pres- 
ent. We have often caHed attention to this condition, 
asserting within the present year that the whole 
country was waiting to see if what is sauce for the 
goose is also sauce for the gander. The Los Angeles 
decision answers this question. 

It was saucé for the utilities to have the factor of 
reproduction cost new in the Supreme Court formula 
in a period of high prices, and it is going to be sauce 
for the public when the same formala is reapplied in 
this era of low prices. We recently criticised the 
Legislature for laying the ax to the valuation fund 
of the Public ‘Service Comm{fssion of Missouri, as 
stupid a legislative act as we have ever heard of. 

The reduction impairs the usefulness of the com- 
mission in applying the fruits of the, Los Angeles 
decision. Rates should and can éomé down in Mis- 
souri. If they do not come down, it will be due 
either to the commission’s indisposition to reduce them 
or the insufficiency of its means for investigation. .

— DIRECTOR BROOKS’ LAST REPORT. 

In his last report, the retiring Directcr of ‘Streets 
and Sewers, Robert B: Brooks, makes some excellent 
suggestions. The widening of Market street has léft 
that excellent thoroughfare practically high and dry 
so far.as public transportation facilities are con- 
cerned. It has only one bus line, which does. not 
Serve the street west of Twelfth, and no street car 
lines.

Mr. Brooks shows that, in ‘equtrast, Washington 
avenue is congested ‘with ‘three ear linds and no less 
than seven bus lines, in additiofi to service cars. It 
is a notable example ‘of Mr. ‘Brooks’ general thesis 
that there fs a great need in St. Louis for co-ordination 
of all transportation agencies—street cars, busses, 
service cars and taxicabs. Generally speaking, com- 
merce flows along the lines of least resistance, and to 
burden one street with too much transportation and 
deprive another of its minimal needs is absurd. 

It was impossible, of course, for Mr. Brooks to 
leave office ‘without renewing his proposal for a 
widening of Third street. In the last year, he has 
worked valiantly to bring about this desperately- 
needed: improvement, He was instrumental in the 
introduction of legislation permitting the city to take 
over the old Otstoms House, a needed. preliminary 
for the Third street widening. That legislation, and 
the passage of the new Charter amendment facilitat- 
ing condemnation, procedure, sets the stage for 
prompt action.

Confidential Talks With 
Mothers and Fathers. 


by Alice Judson Peale 
Acquired Stupidity. 


[Jsprear to be ta many children 


appear to be far less intelligent 

than they actually are. They 
suffer from a kind of acquired 
stupidity—the result frequently of 
mistakes at the beginning of their 
fntellectual training. 

Thus many children are stupid all 
their lives about everything that 
has to do with mathematics, while 
still others are able to understand 
with difficulty any knowledge 
which they are compelled to ac- 
quire through reading. 

This sort of “stupidity” is a mix- 
ture of intellectual confusion, fear 
and distaste born of the fact that 
the subject involved was first pre- 
sented under such conditions and in 
such a way as to cause the child 
great strain, unhappiness and fa- 
tigue in the learning process.

This, of course, applies only to 
stamps that were issued imperf and 
perf and not stamps that were is- 
sued imperf only.
